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WORLD  MEAT  TRAIDE  IN  1970 

World  exports  of  red  meats  have  trended  upward  for  the  past  3  years ,  reaching  a 
nev  record  high  each  year.     In  I967  vorld  exports  of  red  meats  totaled  9.9  bil- 
lion pounds;  in  I968,  10. h  billion;  and  in  I969  a  nev  record  of  11  billion 
pounds  vas  established.     All  of  the  major  categories  of  red  meats  shoved 
increases  in  I969  over  the  year-earlier  levels;  beef  and  veal  exports  were  up 
Q.k  percent;  mutton,  lamb,  and  goat  meat  exports  were  up  3.8  percent;  and  pork 
exports  were  up  slightly. 

The  percentage  composition  of  red  meat  exports  changed  slightly  in  I969.  Repre- 
senting 55  percent  of  total,  red  meat  exports,  beef  and  veal  exports  increased 
slightly  from  the  5^  percent  of  the  total  they  accounted  for  in  I968.  Pork 
exports  fell  to  26  percent  of  the  total  from  28  percent  in  I968.     Mutton,  lamb, 
and  goat  and  horsemeat  exports,  at  I6  and  3  percent,  respectively,  remained 
unchanged  from  I968  levels. 

The  major  factor  accounting  for  the  increase  in  red  meat  exports  in  I969  "was 
the  recovery  of  Argentine  beef  and  veal  exports  to  the  United  Kingdom  in  a 
volume  almost  as  large  as  in  I96T.     The  European  Community  market  showed  some 
expansion  for  Argentine  beef  in  I969,  and  so  did  Greece.     Also  contributing 
to  the  increase  in  world  exports  was  greater  shipments  of  lamb  and  mutton  from 
New  Zealand  to  the  United  Kingdom  and  Japan. 

Imports  of  red  meats,  at  10.2  billion  pounds,  reached  an  alltime  high  in  1969. 
Most  of  the  gain  over  the  9.^  billion  imported  in  I968  came  from  the  EC  coun- 
tries, notably  France,  whose  imports  of  beef  and  veal  and  pork  were  substan- 
tially above  the  I968  level.     Canada's  increased  imports  of  beef  and  veal  from 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  also  contributed  to  the  8  percent  gain. 


Beef  and  Veal.     World  exports  set  a  nev  record  of  6.1  "billion  pounds  in  I969 — 
up  t).  4  percent  from  I968.     Most  of  the  increase  came  from  greater  shipments  of 
Argentine  beef  to  the  United  Kingdom,  the  EC,  and  Greece,  compared  with  year- 
earlier  shipments  to  these  countries. 

Argentina  has  traditionally  been  the  vorld's  largest  exporter  of  beef.  In 
1967,  exports  reached  a  record  level  of  I.5  billion  pounds  most  of  vhich  vent 
to  the  United  Kingdom  as  chilled  bone-in-beef .     As  a  result  of  an  outbreak  of 
foot  and  mouth  disease  in  the  United  Kingdom,  that  country  imposed  a  ban  on 
imports  of  meat  from  foot  and  mouth  endemic  countries  in  early  November  of 
1967.     The  ban  was  removed  in  mid-April  of  I968,  but  Argentina's  exports  to  the 
United  Kingdom  failed  to  recover  because  of  a  dispute  between  Argentine  packers 
and  U.K.  importers.     In  April  of  I968,  the  Argentine  packers  agreed  to  make  no 
further  shipments  of  bone-in-beef  to  the  United  Kingdom  unless  they  received  a 
minimum  f.o.b  sales  price  contract  (historically  Argentina  had  shipped  bone-in- 
beef  to  the  United  Kingdom  on  a  consignment  basis).     The  U.K.  importers  refused 
to  give  a  minimum  f.o.b.  sales  price  contract  and  vhile  this  issue  was  in  dead- 
lock the  Argentine  packers  began  to  ship  boneless  beef  to  the  United  Kingdom  on 
the  old  consignment  arrangement.     Therefore,  in  I968,  Argentina's  shipments  to 
the  U.K.  market  consisted  mainly  of  boneless  and  mini-bone  primal  cuts  as 
opposed  to  the  bone-in  fore  and  hind  quarters  in  I967.     Finally,  in  October  of 
1969,  vhen  the  United  Kingdom  banned  entries  of  all  bone-in-beef  from  foot  and 
mouth  endemic  countries,  Argentina's  previous  svitch  to  boneless  beef  gave  that 
country  a  short-term  advantage  in  the  U.K.  market  over  other  Latin  American 
suppliers.     Argentina's  exports  of  beef  and  veal  in  I969  totaled  1.7  billion 
pounds  surpassing  the  previous  1967  high  of  1.5  billion. 

Beef  and  veal  exports  from  Brazil,  at  253.3  million  pounds  in  I969,  vere  up 
51.3  percent  from  the  level  of  a  year  earlier.     The  sharp  increase  was  the 
result  of  the  substitution  of  Brazilian  bone-in  beef  for  Argentine  bone-in  beef 
in  the  U.K  market.     Most  of  Brazil's  shipments  occurred  before  the  U.K.  ban  on 
bone-in  beef  from  foot  and  mouth  disease  endemic  countries  came  into  effect. 

France's  exports  of  beef  and  veal,  at  288.8  million  pounds,  vere  2U.3  percent 
belov  the  I968  level.     Most  of  the  decline  vas  due  to  reduced  shipments  to  West 
Germany.     At  the  same  time  France's  imports  of  beef  and  veal,  at  I8O.8  million 
pounds,  vere  double  their  year-earlier  level.     Argentina,  the  Netherlands,  and 
West  Germany  vere  the  principal  suppliers.     French  trade  in  beef  is  largely  the 
import  of  hind  quarters  and  the  export  of  domestically  produced  fore  quarters. 
In  1969  production  of  beef  and  veal  in  France,  at  3.^  million  pounds,  vas  dovn 
k,3  percent  from  the  level  of  a  year  earlier. 

The  United  States  is  the  vorld's  largest  producer  of  beef  and  veal  and  contin- 
ues to  be  the  vorld's  largest  importer  as  veil.     Imports  totaling  1.6  billion 
pounds  in  I969  vere  supplied  primarily  by  Australia  and  Nev  Zealand. 

Beef  and  veal  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom,  at  1.1  billion  pounds,  vere  12.6 
percent  above  the  I968  level.     The  principal  contributor  to  the  increase  vas 
Argentina.     Effective  October  1,  1969,  the  United  Kingdom  imposed  a^ban  on  bone- 
in  beef  and  unrpocessed  offal  from  countries  vhere  foot  and  mouth  disease  vas 
endemic.     At  the  same  time  the  previous  20  percent  ad  valorem  duty  on  fresh, 
chilled,  or  frozen  boned  or  boneless  beef  vas  reduced  to  5  percent. 
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Canada's  imports  of  beef  and  veal,  at  192.3  million  pounds,  vere  almost  triple 
the  1968  total  due  to  larger  shipments  from  Australia  and  Nei^  Zealand. 

Pork.     World  trade  in  pork  in  I969  was  relatively  unchanged  from  I968  levels. 
World  imports,  at  2.9  billion  poimds ,  and  world  exports,  at  2.9  billion  pounds, 
vere  up  only  slightly  from,  year-earlier  levels .  Two  developments  in  I969  in 
world  pork  trade  are  of  interest:  larger  exports  of  U.S.  pork  to  Japan  and 
Canada  and  increased  French  imports. 

In  1969  the  United  States  exported  153.8  million  pounds  of  pork  compared  with 
only  93.3  million  pounds  in  I968.     Shipments  to  Japan  of  5?.^  million  pounds 
and  to  Canada  of  6h.h  million  pounds  accounted  for  the  increase.     Because  of 
production  recoveries  in  Japan  and  Canada,  U.S.  pork  exports  to  these  countries 
are  expected  to  be  considerably  less  in  1970. 

Supplied  primarily  by  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium,  France's  pork  imports  rose 
from  302  million  pounds  in  I968  to  ^38.7  million  in  I969.  Pork  production  in 
France  in  1969,  at  2.5  billion  pounds,  was  down  8.2  percent  from  the  level  of 
the  previous  year. 

Mutton,  Lamb,  and  Goat  Meats.     World  exports  of  these  meats  reached  1.7  billion 
pounds  in  19^9 ^  3.8  percent  above  the  I968  level.     The  increase  was  accounted 
for  by  mutton  and  lamb,  since  trade  in  goat  meat  is  negligible.     Australia  and 
New  Zealand  are  the  two  largest  exporters  of  mutton  and  lamb.     In  I969  Austra- 
lia's mutton  and  lamb  exports,  at  ^0^.6  million  pounds,  were  more  than  50  mil- 
lion pounds  under  the  year-earlier  level.     Greater  exports  from  New  Zealand, 
which  at  1.1  billion  pounds,  were  up  12.3  percent  over  the  I968  level,  made  up 
for  the  deficit  in  Australia's  exports  and  accounted  for  the  increase  in  world 
mutton  and  lamb  exports  in  I969.     Greater  shipments  to  the  United  Kingdom  and 
United  States  accounted  for  the  increase  in  New  Zealand  exports. 

Outlook  for  1970 

World  trade  in  red  meats  is  expected  to  continue  upward  in  1970.     The  demand 
for  beef  and  veal  and  mutton  from  the  Soviet  bloc  countries  will  be  largely 
responsible  for  the  increase  in  world  trade.     Through  July,  the  USSR  and  other 
Eastern  European  countries  have  purchased  approximately  I86  million  pounds  of 
red  meat  from  Western  world  markets.     Except  for  pork  shipments  of  a  little 
more  than  1  million  pounds,  the  shipments  consisted  of  about  three-quarters 
beef  and  one-quarter  mutton,  obtained  principally  from  Australia,  Uruguay,  and 
New  Zealand.     The  pork  was  obtained  from  countries  in  Western  Europe. 

Uruguay's  shipments  of  beef  to  the  USSR  in  1970  will  likely  enable  that  country 
to  maintain  the  previous  export  level  which  was  in  jeopardy  following  the  U.K. 's 
ban  on  imports  of  meat  from  Uruguay  which  became  effective  June  1^,  I969. 

Argentina,  the  world's  largest  exporter  of  beef,  may  be  unable  to  meet  the 
previous  year's  export  level  in  1970  owing  to  high  cattle  prices  which  have 
caused  the  principal  export  packers  to  withdraw  from  the  market.     Prices  for 
Argentine  export  type  steers  on  the  Liniers '  market  reached  a  high  of  1.^20 
pesos  per  kilo  during  the  week  of  November  16,  more  than  double  their  level  of 
a  year  earlier. 
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Pork  production  throughout  the  world  is  on  an  upward  trend  which  is  expected 
to  continue  through  1971 •     Practically  all  of  the  increase  is  being  consumed 
in  the  producing  countries,  and  no  significant  changes  in  pork  trade  are 
expected  as  a  consequence  of  the  greater  output. 

Exports  of  lamb  principally  from  New  Zealand  are  expected  to  be  down  some  from 
1969  levels  owing  to  drought  and  freezer  works  strikes  in  New  Zealand.  Exports 
of  mutton  from  Australia  are  expected  to  be  greater  this  year  than  last  despite 
the  temporary  U.S.   and  Canadian  bans  on  Australian  mutton  imports  owirg  to 
sanitary  regulations.     Greater  mutton  shipments  to  the  USSR,  Japan,  Greece  and 
Iran  will  account  for  the  increase.
